are made. Without the certifieate of orlgin
the duly shall be imposed except In cases
of no doubt that:the goods were made In a
country entitied to lower rates,

The committes ndopted the first mection
of paragraph 8, which I8 as follows:

“Dutlable goods from any country treat-

Ing German ships and CGermah goods less
favorably than [t treats thoss of other
states may be subjected, besldes the regular
duty, to double rates. Goods pot subject to
duty can be taxed half thelr yvalue,"
Count Von Bchwerln-Loewitz, conserva-
tive, offered an amendment empowasreing the
governmuent to treat the goods Imported
from forelgn countries with the same dutles
and the same customs regulatious that such
countries npply to German goods, jusofar ns
the treatiss would pormit of such sotion.

Duties Agninst Unfon Too Low,

Herr Beaumor sald that German dutles,
especianlly against the United Biates, were
too  low. Baron Heyl Zu Herrenshelm,
liberal, complained of the heavy trade bal-
ance nagainst Germany In the American
trade. He sald that German exports to the
United States had remained stationary ainee
1553, while Germany's Ilmports from that
country had Increased from 402,000,000
marks to 1,003.000,000 marks. He submitted
comparative tables of the dutles collected
by Germany and the United States, purport-
Ing to show that American duties on twen-
ty-two staple lines ranged from 11 per cent
on sole leather to 2,000 per cent on writing
machines higher than the duties collected
by Germany. '

Other examples cited by Baron Heyl Zu
Herrcnshelm were bleycles, on which he
sald the American duty was 380 per cent
higher than that collected by Germany;
rewing machines, on whith the American
duly was from 100 to 180 per cent higher;
furniture, 260 per cent higher, and tobacco
leaf, 1,432 per cent highet.

The speaker protested that he did not de-
sire a tariff war.

“But,” sald Herr Gothein, ““these amend-
mente provoke a tariff war. The Increase
In our Imports from the Unlted Statés Is
due to our demands for raw products, like
copper, which our electrical Industry re-
guires.'”

“1 would ask the majority In this cham-
ber,” he sald, “If In trylng to force the
Fillpinos to accept our government with-
out a promise they nre not inviting the ex-
asperation of the natives and a spirit of
perpetunl insurrection?"

The . effyrt to treat the Filipinos os
“chattels—cattle,”” he declared, was damn-
able and be gharged the majority slde with
belng the real murderers of our troops in
the Philippines.

Hoar Denounces the Order,

Commenting on the sedition laws pro-
mulgated by the republicans, Mr, Tillman
inquired of Mr, Hoar whether tke Spring-
fleld Republliean, which, he sald, was op-
posed to the republican imperialistic pol-
fcy, under those laws, would be permitted
to be elrcniated io the Philippines.

“While I decline to enter upon any dis.
cusaion of Massachusetts newspapers,” said
Mr. Hoar, I will say to the senator If he
wants to know my opinien of the commis-
glon order, that 1 think It |8 an abomina-
ble order.”

In conclusion Mr. Tillman sald the pend-
ing Philippine tariff blll as a proposition
to erect a tarift wall between the United
States and another part of the domestic
territory was a departure from every prin-
ciple that had brought this country to the
pinnacle of greatness and made (L the
cynosure of the eyes of the world as the
home of the free and the brave.

Whereas, It I8 serfously elolmed that un-
der the treaty-making powers of the gov-
ernment and without any actlon whatever
on the part of the house of representatives
or by congress rm‘”srncal trade agrecments
may be negotinted with forelgn govern-
ments that will, of thelr own,force, oper-
ate to supplant,. change, increase or en-
tirely abrogute duties on imports collected
under lawes onacted By congress and ap-
praved by, the executive.for the purpose of
ralsing revenue to maintuin the govern-
ment; how, therefore, be it

Resolved, That the committee on ways
and means be directed to fully investiguie
the question of whether or not the presi-
dent, by and with the advice and consent
of the senate, and independent of any ace
tlon on the part of the house of represen-
tatives, can negotlate treaties with foreign
governments by which duties levied under
an act of congress for the purpose of riuls.
Ing revenues are modified or repealed, and
report the reeult of such investigation to
the house.

A caucus of republican members of the
house was called for next Monday night to
conslder the question of the election suff-
rage In the south and to determine what ac-
tion; If any, shall be taken on the proposed
Crumpacker bill reducing southern repre-
sentation In congrees, or the Gibson bill,
making stringent regulatlons for the eolecs
tion procedure. Eighty republican members
signed a call for the caucus.

Hard Task of Ripplng Up the Tracks
of Old Round House Now Under
Way=Huge Plles of
Debris,

For the first ttme an idea of the magnl-
tude of the new Union Paciflc machine shop
can be galned' from an inspectlon of the
site.  Workmon are now sinking the pler
holes along the “east llne, and thus the
general outline of the immense bullding s
all drawn out, .

Tho shze of the Lillding thus sketched out
on e ground 164ks ‘glgantio, and the sirue-
ture’ ftself will® appear even larger., The
dimenslons  will'be 100 by 250 fedt, To se-
cure this epave clenr required the removal
of four briek buildibgs and a network of
tracks. \Two of the bulldings, the twenty-
stall engine roundhouse and the sand hbusé,
have niteady béén ripped odt. The tinshop
and the flueshop rémain to be razed to
earth and carted away. These two are now
completely emptied of all tools and equip-
ment, and the doors and windows have been
torn ouit, #o that the demolition may com-
mence at ndy tUme.
